Bgh»A copy cf Lhe New Orleans Price 
Current, embraoing a summary of the year’s 
business ending Maroh 1. 1862, has been 
sent to the Navy Department by one of the 
offioers of the Gulf Squadron. It appears 
from this journal that the exports of cot- 
ton from New Orleans for the past year have 
been eleven thonsand bales, against one and 
a half million bales the previous year. 
The exports from all the Southern ports 
have been only thirteen thousand bales, 
against more than two millions the previous 
year. Exporta of tobaooo from New Or- 
leans nothing, against seventeen thousand 
hogsheads last year. Imports — Speoie, noth- 
ing, against $12,000,000 the previous year; 
ooffee, 300 bags, against 250,000 bags; aait, 
nothing, against 500,000 sacks. 

Williamsburg, Viroihia. — T his little 
town, the late scene of suoh gallant fighting 
on the part of onr troops, is looated midway 
between the James and York rivers, about 
fifteen miles from Yorktown, aoross the road 
leading te the Chiokahominy river. It is 
fifty-right miles east southeast of Riohmond, 
stands on elevated ground, and is regularly 
laid ont, with streets intersecting one 
another at right angles. It was founded in 
1682, and was the Capital of Virginia until 
1779, being the seat of the Collonial Gov- 
ernment The celebrated William and Mary 
College, eight years older than Yale, is 
looated here. Notwithstanding the great 
age of Williamsburg, the town, at the break, 
ing out of the rebsllion, contained only 
about 2,000 souls.

THE APPRO AC Hm TO 

Mobile Bay, on the west side of which the 
oily is situate i, Is an extensive sheet cf 
water, thirty miles long aud an average of 
Ibrteen broad. It communicates with the 
Gulf of Mexioo hy two straits, one on each 
side of Diupbin Island. The strait on the 
east side, between Dauphin Inland and Mo- 
bile Point, has eightecu feet of water, while 
the one on the west side has only five feet. 
The latter is known as Mississippi Sound, 
aud eommenoss at the western month of 
Mobile Bay, and runs westerly to Lake 
Borgoe, and thenoe through a small pass 
into Lake Pont char train. This in the route 
of water communication between Mobile 
and New Orleans. 

TH* DEFEHSES OF MOBILE. 

The main entrauoe to Mobile Bay, and in 
faot the only one for sea- going vessels, be- 
tween Dauphin Island and Mobile Point, is 
well defended. Fort Morgan, a formidable 
fortification for defense, is on the extremity 
of Mobile Point, and the channel passes 
within a Bhort distance of it. This is an 
old and well-oonstruoted United States 
fortification, similar in its charaoter to Forts 
Sumpter, Pickens and Jaokson. Fort 
Gaines, whioh has been put in a thorough 
state of defense sinoe the war began, is on 
a small island near Dauphin Island, and 
forms a point-blank range, vis-a-via with 
and direotly wett of Fort Morgan. 

The light draught of the mortar vessels 
will enable them to attaok these forte with 
advantages not anticipated when they were 
constructed. 

>Ve believe these two forts oompriae the 
defenses of Mobile. They &re situated 
thirty miles from the city — once past the 
forts, and ii the bay, Mobile will be at the 
meroy of the Federal fleet. Its surrender 
will be as mush a necessity as that of New 
Orleans. 

M BILE— POFULATIOH AHD BU3IH188. 

In 1860, Mobile had a population by the 
United States census of 29 259 In 1830, i 
its popula'ion was 3,194, in 1840, 12.676, 
and, in 1850, 20,515. But the popn’a'ion 
does not indicate the immense business done 
in Mobile. It is the only seaport in Ala- 
bama, and the great bulk of the ootton of 
Eastern Mississippi and Western and Cen- 
tral Alabama, finds a market here for for- 
eign shipment. As far back as 1862, the 
total quantity of cotton shipped from Mobile 
amounted, in that year, to 575,104 bales, or 
one-sixth of all the ootton produoed in the 
Union. Of this amount, 307,513 bales 
were shipped to England, 95,917 to Franoe, 
27,048 to other foreign States, 144,626 to 
domestio port*. Its trade in staves, lumber, 
and naval stores is also very Urge. 8iuoe 
1862 the Mobile and Ohio Railroad has been 
completed to the Mississippi river, at Co- 
lnmbns, Kentuckv, giving important addi- 
tional facilities to the trade of the oity, 
especially with portions of Mississippi and 
Tennessee heretofore shut out by the ab~ 
sence of oommunioation. 

But the most important avenue Mobile 
possesses to the plantations of the interior 
is by the Alabama and Tombigbee rivers. 
The latter, by its branches, opens n^ West- 
ern Alabama and Eastern Mississippi, 
while the former penetrates into the central 
portions of Alabama. The two rivers unite 
fifty miles north of Mobile, and form the 
Mobile river, whioh empties into the bay 
near the oity. One branoh of the Tombig- 
bee is navigable to Tuscaloosa by steam- 
boats, n distance of 300 miles, and the 
other, or western branoh, to Columbus, 
Miss , 460 miles. The Alabama is naviga- 
ble, fo^ steamboats of a small olass, about 
400 miles. 

‘ DBf CEIPTIOH Of THE CITY. 

The site of Mobile is but very little ele- 
vated above the water, but suffioiently so 
for all purposes of convenient drainage. 
The soil is-<dry -and sandy. Immediately 
opposite the step, on the east, is a large, 
low island, covered with high grass and 
rushes, and known as “the marsh;” above, 
on the north, is a large sw imp, extending 
along the banks of the river; aud back of 
the oity, on the northwest, west and south, 
the dry sandy pine hills commenoe, afford 
ing delightful and healthy retreats from the 
heat, sickness and annoyanooa of the eity 
during the summer; and here have sprung 
up the pleasant villages of Toulminviile, 
Spring Hill, Cottage Hill, 8ummerville and 
Fulton. South from the oity the shores of 
the bay are dotted for many miles with 
elegant residenoes, and these spots have 
been usually exempt from epidemic dis 
eases. 

The oity is not oompaotly built, exoept in 
the portions oocupied by the commercial 
and business houses. The streets generally 
are wide, and run mostly north aud south 
and east and west. Muoh attention has 
been paid of late years to planting shade 
trees along the pavements, and the oomfort 
aud probably the health of the place has 
been mnoh improved thereby. The pre- 
vailing winds during the winter months are 
the north and northeast; from the middle of 
April (at whioh time the warm spring 
weather begins) the south winds, oool, re- 
freshing, and laden with moisture, make 
the heat quit# bearable, and these, being 
also the prevailing summer winds, even in 
that hot season, negative in a great meas- 
ure the olimatio extreme. The climate, 
however, is warm and relaxing to the ener. 
gies, and even in the winter months is try- 
ing to the constitution from the many and 
sadden changes tbat occur. During the 
coldest weather the ground is bat seldom 
frozen. Most rain falls in December, Jana 
ary, June, and July. 

No system of underground drainage has 
ever been attempted at Mobile; the light, 
porous oharaoter of the soil answering the 
same purpose, and making the streets dry 
immediately after the heaviest fall of rain. 
The oity is supplied with good, wholesome 
water through the water works from a stream 
some few miles distant. 

Mobile contains the county court-house, 
several United States oourts, the municipal 
courts, the oity hall, a jail, and other pnb- 
lio building?; a splendid Roman Catholic 
cathedral, numerous churches of various 
denominations, hospitals, sohools, markets, 
a theater and eirens, several first olass 
hotels, eto. The hospitals — the United 
States Marine Hospital and the City Hos- 
pital — are large and commodious buildings, 
each capable of accommodating from 260 to 
300 patients; and there are other oharitable 
institutions worthy of notice, among whioh 
stand pre-eminent the Catholio and Prot- 
estant Orphan Asylums, the Benevolent 
Society, whioh, among other functions, has 
oharge of destitute widows, and the Samari- 
tan Society. A blind asylum has also been 
founded, and an asylum for the deaf aad 
dumb provided for. There are three ceme- 
teries belonging to the oity. 

Mobile was originally a Spanish set. 
tlement, and at a later period a portion of 
Louisiana. It was surrendered to the 
Americans in 1813. In 1814 it was char- 
tered as a town, and in 1819 beoame a oity.

Ueralie Dispatch . — The impression is 
gaining ground tbat Mr. Simmons’ schedule 
of a tax bill will bn substituted by the 8en 
ate for the Honss bill. It is stated that, 
although the Finance Committee agreed to 
report the House tax bill, a majority of the 
Committee are opposed to it. Mr. Simmons’

The Oity of Richmond. 

The oity, by last eensus, hod a populate?! 
of thirty eight thonsand souls; bat the 
great influx of oivil and military official aad 
refugees from other parts of the State, has 
probably raised it, ot la’e, to a muoh high- 
er figure, lt is situated at tbe bead of tide- 
water, at the lower falls of Jamea river, 
about one hundred and fifiy miles from i s 
mouth. The city oecup es a moet pictur- 
esque situation, being built on Richmond 
and Shookoe hills, which are separated by 
Shoekoe creek, and surrounded by beautiful 
scenery It is regularly laid out, and writ 
built, the streets, which are ligated wi'h 
gas. crossing each other at right angles. Oa 
Shoekoe hill are the State Capitol and other 
publio building*. The Capitol is an impos- 
ing edifice, and contains in its centra: hail 
Hendon’s oelebrated statue of Washington. 
On the east of the square is the G>veraor’e 
mansion, now oocupied hy the drunkard and 
traitor Letoher. Jeff Davis resides in a pri- 
vate mansion, whioh was ptrohased for him 
by tho rebel Government The city has 
.many fins public buildings, six banks, thir- 
teen newspapers aod 'wenty-three churoie- . 
In one of the three Presbyterian churches 
Jeff Davis worships 

The falls of James river afford immense 
water power, and there are very extensive 
factories, including four oottoa and about 
fifty tobaooo factories, fl >ur mills, rolling 
mills, forget, furnaces, machine shops, Jic , 
the latter of which, and particularly the 
Tredegar Iron Works, have btea of immense 
servioe to the rebels in turning out ord- 
nance and material of war. The annual 
exports of Riohmond before the rebellion 
reached to near $7,000,000, *nd its impor's 
three quarters of a million; but since it had 
the hon>r of being the rebel capital, its for. 
eign commerce has been extinguished. Ves- 
sels or gunboats drawing ten feet cm 
ascend to within a mile of tbe city, at a 
plaoe called Rockets, from which the rebel 
oapital oould be oonvenieally shelled. Ves- 
sels of fifteen feet draught ascend to War- 
wiok, three miles below A eaunl nos beea 
built around the fal’a. and ab>ve them there 
ia navigation fer over two hundred mites. 
The James river and Kanawha canal, in- 
tended to extend to Covington, is completed 
for two hundred miles. 

R : eimond has v,ry extensive railroad 
comm unicatioDs, being the termicus of five 
roads, running to Fredericksbnrgh and the 
Potomac 'now in oar hands), to West Point 
and the York nver (in our hands), to Pe- 
tersburg and Norfolk (partly in cur hands), 
to Danville, V* , to Jaihson’s river, by the 
Central Railroad, and from these the oon 
nections lead all through the Southern 
States. Opposite the oity are the two towns 
of Spring Hill and Manob ester. 

Riohmond was founded ia 1742, beoame 
the capital of the State of Virginia in 1779, 
and in Jane, 1861, it was made the seat of 
government of the “Coa/edirate S'ates of 
America,” whose Congress assembled theie 
on July 20 Its history since then is only 
too familiar to the oountry. Around the , 
oity are various hills extending a great dis> 
tance. on the most important of whioh for- 
tifications were erectel last summer, in 
the days of the Oa to Riohmond cry S>ome 
of these will be found indicated in our dia- 
gram. What fate may now await the city 
depends upon Jeff. Davis and hie army.

Editors Democrat — Gentlemen: Yesterday 
afternoon the news of Morgan’s exploit at 
Cave City reached our town, accompanied 
with the intelligence that on last night he 
would be here with his band, with a view 
to destroy the depot and railroad bridge 
The suggestion was made that the foroes 
stationed here were inadequate to the de- 
fense of those points, and duly demanded 
that the oitizene should rally to their sup- 
port. The bare suggestion was sufficient. 
A courier started to the country with the 
intelligence, and in a short time tbs farmers 
b*gan to pour into town by scores, and by 
nigh fall a company wae eolleoted that 
would have rendered the burning of the 
depot a very difftrent affair from his former 
feats of that kind, if he had attempts d it 
Thrre was a spontaneous ingathering ot 
the farmers in the vioinity, of all ages, 
eaoh armed with his squirrel rifle, or what- 
ever weapon he possessed, and all ready and 
eager for the fray. 

On arriving here, however, they were 
supplied with effective arms, and organized 
themselves into a company, under the lead 
of Wm. Knight, jr., the gallant Captain of 
our Homs Guards, who, in defiance of the 
denunciations aud threats of the traitor 
rabble laat fall, persistently refused to sur- 
rrnier the guns of his oompany, or to give 
any information whereby they might be 
found. Second in command was Wm. J. 
Burton, to whose patriotism and dauntless 
oourage, with some two or three others, the 
Government is indebted for the frustration 
of the rebels in their plan of takiog posses- 
sion of Muldrough’s Hill, in September last. 
Under tbs command of these chivalrous men. 
the company repaired to the post assigned 
ih»m, and patiently awaited the arrival of 
the bandits, and, when day dawned, were 
evidently disappointed that their watch had 
been in vain.

More of Morgan's Raids— On Hi* Way 
Back to Tennessee. 

BtraxaviLLB, Ky., May 14, 1862 
Editors Democrat — Gentlemen : Oar us- 
ually quiet village was the scene of great 
excitement on Monday last. About two 
o'olook Morgan’s cavalry, numbering about 
two hundred, made their sudden appear- 
ance in the town, and took six or eight 
prisoners, about thirty of the finest horses 
in the eounty, and about three hundred dol- 
lars worth of goods from our merohants, 
without paying anything, and about sun- 
down they left. They were direct from 
Cave City, at whioh place they profess to 
have destroyed one train of cars, and to 
have taken several prisoners, among them 
Major Helveti. They had him with them 
here. Morgan acknowledges that he was 
badly used up in the fight at Lebanon, 
and that he came to Cave City to retake his 
prisoners. Tbs notorious Champ Fergnson, 
Captains McHenry and Hamilton, wars 
along with their oompanies. Champ be- 
haved very eiviliy in Borksville. I suppose 
he wae astonished at the wholesale thieving 
and rasoality of his leader, Morgan. The 
Southern sympathizers hare are completely 
taken down. They have heretofore affeoted 
to disbelieve the reports of Morgan’s vil- 
lanioue oonduet, but now they say he will 
do anything that’s mean. How long will 
the Government suffer the border counties 
te be thus robbed and alarmed ia this way ;
